HOUSTON (A P)-Fire and a 
series of ex plosions raked a tank­ 
er loaded with high octane gaso­ 
line and other fuels Sunday, in­ 
juring 25 and leaving seven mis­ 
sing and presumed dead. Nearly 
19 hours later firefighters said the 
flames had been 
all 
but 
ex ­ 
tinguished. 
.At least five ex plosions and dan­ 
ger of others had threatened huge 
fuel 
storage 
tanks 
lining 
the 
shore nearby. 
Late Sunday Fire Chief C M. 
Bullock said the blaze had been 
ex tinguished in the ship’s hold. 
Small fires continued to burn in 
the vessel’s superstructure and on 
a connecting pier. 
Authorities listed the ship’s cap­ 
tain and six crewmen as missing. 
They were feared to have per­ 
ished in the flames. 
Hospitals accounted for 18 oth­ 
er members of the 41-man crew 
—including one in critical condi­ 
tion—and seven others injured 
fighting the blaze. 
Amid repeated flareups, fire­ 
men battled grimly to control the 
blaze as it spread toward ship 
holds containing about IK),000 bar­ 
rels of high test gasoline. The ves­ 
sel lay aground in the Houston 
ship channel, surrounded by doz­ 
ens of industrial plants.

The tanker was the 12,000-ton 
Amoco Virginia, a .540-foot craft 
owned by American Oil Co. Fire 
broke out about 12:15 a.m. as the 
ship took on gasoline and fuel oil 
for a return voyage to Albany, 
N,Y.

Health departm ent officials in 
Washington and in nearby M ary­ 
land and Virginia reported a total 
of 22 cases during 1959 or three 
more than last year.

cases this year than last year.

Other recommended tax sources 
were for new or increased fees 
for incineration of privately-col­ 
lected garbage, water rates for 
nonprofit institutions, dog licenses, 
vending macnines. etc. 
In a statem ent Saturday, Grady 
said the property tax increase, 
which would boost the tax to a 
record $3 60. would go to .balance 
an "austerity budget.” The City 
Council takes final action on next 
year's budget. 
The mayor pointed out his ad­ 
ministration has eliminated obso­ 
lete and ov erlapping functions and 
merged others. One ancient Balti­ 
more institution that came under 
the economy ax were the city hath 
houses. 
Grady, only six months in office, 
pointed out in his statem ent, “ seri­ 
ous problems rem ain to he faced. 


Wage increases are inevitable and 
a means must he found to pay 
for them. Some growth in services 
is essential. All of this must be 
financed from a broad tax base." 
That rem ark portended the prob­ 
ability Gray would ask for the 
kind of legislation from the Gen­ 
eral Assembly next February that 
he would like to have gotten from 
a special session of the lawmak­ 
ers.

Communists Get Away With Infiltration Tactics 


WASHINGTON - President Eis- 
enhower. in discu ssing at his press 
conference last week the riots and 
demonstrations ag ainst the United 
Stiv tes Em bassy in Panam a, spoke 
of “ex trem ists.” and, in referring 
to Cu ba, said that Commu nists like 
to “ fish in trou bled waters, and 
there are certainly trou bled wa­ 
ters there.” 
Mr. Eisenhower did not g o into 
details bu t reaffirm ed a recent 
statem ent by the American g ov ­ 
ernment 
with reference to the 
Commu nist menace in Latin Amer­ 
ican cou ntries. He said it was “a 
little bit pu zzling ” to him why 
this shou ld occu r in the face of 
the record of friendship of the 
United States for Panam a.

mig ht hav e added a reference also 
to the

States 
helped that cou ntry to g ain inde­ 
pendence. 
Mr. Eisenhower probably didn’t 
m ean that he is in dou bt abou t 
how su ch epi.sodes arise, bu t that 
he is pu zzled as lo why g ov ern­ 
ments let su ch thing s happen with­ 
in their borders. The Commu nist 
techniqu e is to seize u pon any 
controv ersial qu estion, no m atter 
how long it has been dormant, in 
order to play u pon the nationalis­ 
tic feeling s of the people.

TAFT-HARTLEY - Despite all 
the em otionalism that has su r­ 
rou nded 
the

the Taft- 
Ilartley inju nction procedu res to 
settle labor dispu tes, the record 
shows that ou t of 15 cases ov er 
the last dozen y ears, only two 
hav e failed to reach a settlem ent. 
In all instances, there are indi­ 
cations that the “cooling - off” 
period has encou rag ed sober dis­ 
cu ssion of the issu es and that 
labor appears to hav e won in 
most of the .settlements. 
Oddly , form er President H arry 
S. Tru m an, who .saw the Taft- 
H artley law g o on the statu te 
books ov er his v eto, u sed the 
m achinery it prov ided 10 tim es in 
fiv e y ears. President Eisenhower, 
u ntil a few weeks ag o, had u sed 
it only fiv e tim es in sev en y ears. 
In the opinion of most labor 
ex perts, Taft-Hartley procedu res 
are a step in the rig ht direction, 
bu t not com plete enou g h to be a 
fair and reliable “ tool” in settling 
dispu tes. 
There is m u ch talk in Wa.shlng - 
ton of setting u p .some kind of 
perm anent fact-finding org aniza­ 
tion which can mov e in on se r­ 
iou s dispu tes early and m ake rec­ 
om m endations.

^Highway Freedom 
Loss Foreseen 


No one except the most totalitarian-minded 
individual wishes to impose upon the drivers of 
this country prohibitive restrictions on the use of 
public highways, but each highway casualty 
statistic brings the day closer when there will be 
a loss of highway freedom as the only alternative 
to highway survival. To prevent this undesirable 
situation, a proposal placed before the American 
Association of Motor Vehicle Administrators to 
provide for better exchange of information 
among the states deserves consideration. 
Specifically, the proposal concerned the ease 
with which a driver whose license has been 
suspended or revoked in one state can obtain a 
a similar permit in an adjoining state and 
continue traveling the highways unmolested. The 
answer, as submitted by the Washington. D. C., 
Traffic Council, would be a series of reciprocal 
agreements between neighboring states which 
would eventually encompass the entire mainland. 
Under these agreements, each state capital would 
be notified of every driver whose driving privi­ 
leges had been curtailed for serious traffic 
violations. 
This is no obscure theoretical 
problem. 
Almost every state will issue a driving permit 
to any motorist who operates a car or truck 
within its borders, regardless of his residential 
address. Except for various local agreements 
between two states, which might honor fines 
levied by one state against a resident of the 
other, no attemp* is made to inform other safety 
officials of dangerously incompetent drivers. 
Continuing control of the nation's highways 
in the hands of state and local authorities is 
certainly desirable, and can be accomplished 
most efficiently by the use of reciprocal agree­ 
ments. To lag in such negotiations is to tempt 
the all-powerful arm of Washington to intercede.

In a word, the businessmen who sponsored the 
program s, the producers, the networks, everybody 
connected with this business are the persons of prime 
responsibility for a hoax on the public. Charles Van 
Doren has sinned against public opinion, but who has 
not so sinned? And some of these persons m ust have

complained about the nature of these quiz shows and 
is really responsible for the story of this particular 
corruption becoming public. 


This can be said of Charles Van Doren: He 
made public confession and expressed profound 
sorrow for his sins.

He Is at least entitled to our pity and 
to as much fellowship as Is shown any person 
whose error cannot do as much mischief as the 
corruption wrought by our politicians who perpet­ 
uate a burgeoning inflation which can ruin the 
entire people.

WASHINGTON - President Eis­ 
enhower. in discussing at his press 


conference last week the nots and 
demonstrations against the United 
Stales Embassy in Panama, spoke 
of “ extremists.” and. in referring 
to Cuba, said that Communists like 
to “fish in troubled waters, and 
there are certainly troubled wa­ 
ters there.” 
Mr. Eisenhower did not go into 
details but reaffirmed a recent 
statement by the American gov­ 
ernment 
with 
reference to the 
Communist menace in Latin Amer­ 
ican countries. He said it was “a 
little bit puzzling” to him why 
this should occur in the face of 
the record of friendship of the 
United States for Panama 
He 
might have added a reference also 
to the way the 
United 
States 
helped that country to gain inde­ 
pendence. 
Mr. Eisenhower probably didn't 
mean that he is in doubt about 
how such episodes arise, but that 
he if puzzled as to why govern­ 
ments let such things happen with­ 
in their borders. The Communist 
technique is to seize upon any 
controversial question, no matter 
how long it has been dormant, in 
order to play upon the nationalis­ 
tic feelings of the people.

TAFT-HARTLEY — Despite all 
the emotionalism that has sur­ 
rounded the use of 
the Taft- 
llartley injunction procedures to 
settle labor disputes, the record 
shows that out of 15 cases over 
the last dozen years, only two 
have failed to reach a settlement. 
In all instances, there are indi­ 
cations that the “ cooling • off” 
period has encouraged sober dis­ 
cussion of the issues and that 
labor appears to have won in 
most of the settlements. 
Oddly, former President Harry 
S. Truman, who saw the Taft- 
Hartley law go on the statute 
books over his veto, used the 
machinery it provided IO times in 
five years. President Eisenhower, 
until a few weeks ago. had used 
it only five times in seven years. 
In the opinion of most labor 
experts, Taft-Hartley procedures 
are a step in the right direction, 
but not complete enough to be a 
fair and reliable “tool’’ in settling 
disputes. 
There is much talk in Washing­ 
ton of setting up some kind of 
permanent fact-finding organiza­ 
tion which can move in on ser­ 
ious disputes early and make rec­ 
ommendations. 
In any event. Taft - Hartley's 
history over 
12 eventful years 
shows that it has not been used 
indiscriminately by e i t h e r a 
Democratic 
or

Republican 


President. And the record shows 
it has worked to the benefit of 
labor »as well as management and 
the general public.
